Six Sisters of Charity Go to Heroic Death 


in Rescuing Tots from Burning Or- 


phanage in Texas 


As Everybody But the New Party Man Sees It 


AT COST OF 


San Antonio, Oct. SO.—Sacrificing their, 


lives to rescue the eighty-seven orphan 
children in their charge, six sisters of 
charity perished in a fire that destroyed 
St. John's orphanage today. One baby 
fell to its death with M»ry of the Cross, 
mother superior of the institution who 
left her place of safety in a Tain effort 
to save the child. Another orphan, is 
missing and it is feared it did hot es- 
cape. 


Flames broke out in the building early 


this morning. Roused from their sleep, 
the Nuns marshalled their charges to 
fire escapes, remaining at their posts 
until flames barred the ,way to sefety. 
Two of the sisters, Koitka Farrell and 
Monica Montez, weer Killed by jumping. 


Three Escape Falling Walls. 


Three sisters escaped. Instructed to 


pilot the first column of frightened chil- 
dren out of danger, they gained the 
ground in time to escape the chash of 
falling walls. 


The children owe their lives to the" in- 


itial daring and. self sacrifice of the 
nuns. While attaches of the orphanage 
hospital hurried to, the burning building 
and dashed through bursts of flame to 
help in the rescue work, yet many of 
the orphans would have been cremeated 


. in the. dormitories if the nuns had not 


braved the first outburst of fin. and 
piloted them to places of safe egress.

Mysterious Glass Used by

CAUSES A SENSATION 


Chicago, Oct. 30.—A solid globe of 


crystal glass, nearly a foot in diame- 
ter, into .'whose mysterious depths Mrs. 
Louisa Lindloff gazed and then an- 
nounced, according to witnesses, the 
forthcoming deaths of members of her 
family, -was introduced in evidence to- 
day by the state in the trial of the 
woman on charges of poisoning her 15 
year old son, Arthur, Life insurance 
policies on other members of her fam- 
iily, the manner of whose deaths is be- 
ing disclosed as corollary evidence 01 
th<j state, also were introduced. 


No evidence heretofore produced was 


of as intense interest to the crowd as 
was this globe, through' whose color- 
less depths she asserted came messages 
from'her 'ifamiliar spirits." The mys- 
terious crystal 
appeared during the 


testimony of Police Captain 
Bernard 


Baer, who went with Coroner Hoffman 
to question Mrs. Lindloff soon after a 
question, to the cause of Arthur's death 
was raised. .

The captain identified a small box of 


mineral poison which was found in the 
defendant's home. It was of the same 
nature of the poison discovered, in the I 
viscera1 of four deceased relatives of the j 
woman.

"Mrs. Lindloff said she was willing 


to answer questions." said the captain.' 
"She told us she was a seeress and that 
she read the future in the big glass 
ball and gave electrical treatments to 
patients. 
The boy, she said, had been

death. She told us. when we question- 
ed her, about the deaths of other rela- 
tives and of the amounts of insurance 
each carried." 


Then the crystal globe, for which 


Mrs. Lindloff has said she paid S500, 
was brought out of a black Velvet- 
lined box and set up on a black sandal 
wood base. 
The aroma of the sandal 


wood became apparent in the room and 
it seemed to arouse the defendant to a 
nervous condition.

Many Rumors of Death. 


Information ia not given out very 


freely, but it is understood the coma- 
tose condition has continued practic- 
ally unbroken throughout the day and 
that the uremia remains unchanged. 


The extremely critical condition of 


the patient has caused many rumors 
of the death of the vice president and 
the local newspaper offices have been 
flooded with inquiries. 


Dr. Peck la entirely without hope for 


the patient, but says it is impossible 
to determine just when the end will 
come. 


At 2:30 o'clock report came from 


Mr: Sherman's bedside that- his condi- 
tion was still most critical and no 
hope was held out by Dr. Peck. Kid- 
neys were still unactine and life was 
sustained apparently only by the pa- 
tient's great natural vigor. 


At 3:15 o'clock Dr. Peck stated that 


there would probably be no change in 
Mr. Sherman's condition from six to 
twelve hours.

So I figure it that th» "Iron Man of 


Mexico" if taking no chances. 


Whatever may happen in ths land of 


th« Aztecs, I am quite lure, now that 
I have interviewed 
him, 
that Senor 


Diaz haj no hopa of ever ruling there 
again or taking any part in its politics. 
He is 82, and although he looks strong 
and hale as a healty American of 70 
would look, he i» beginning to feel his 
years. 


Dial feels that he did much for Mex- 


ico and his experience of the last two 
years cai saddened him. He does not 
mis at all in any society here. His 
closest and indeed his only associate 
and confident 
is his beautiful wife, 


Carmen, many years younger than he. 


I found the ex-president in his com- 


fortable but not luxurious apartments 
and during the course of our talk he 
permitted me to take the accompany- 
ing photograph. 


I told the ex-president that I had 


traveled on Madero's ''armed train in 
the triumphal trip to Mexico 'City anc 
followed with the question: . . 


"How could Madero have prevented 


the growth of another revolution?" 


"It requires an iron hand," said the 


old man, his eyes snapping. 
"In al 


revolutions crime and lawlessness will 
arise to- the surface, in all ronhs. It 
is necessary to correct this at its firs 
appearance, as soon as a revolution is 
ended, with great severity and promp 
action. 
If' it is 'not stopped, it bios 


soms and fmitens into rebellion."

lr\Vhen I approached the capital of

ided instant death for theft and cer- 
ain other crimes.

"The provisional authorities and the 
hiefs of my army declared the meas- 
ure a cruel one. But within two months 
is I foresaw, rebellion ceased and the 
lountry was at rest. The circular was 
withdrawn and the number of' eiccu 
.ioris had been less than ten." 


"What do you think of the future 


)f Mexico?" I asked. 


"I'm sorry I cannot tell yon," he an 


swered. "I do not know enough of thi 
men who are now in office." 


He believes, however, that the men 


who surround Madero will alto mr 
round the next president, after Made 
ro's term is ended. 
He feels that a

I asked him why he left Mexico in

Get in the Circuit and 


Hay Have to Stick. 


HANVILLE IS NOT OIF. 


Bloomlnrton. DL. Oct. ZO.—It im believe* 


that disappointment Is In store for the 
followers of baseball In Terre Haute who 
have been anticipating the entrance of 
that city Into the Three-I league. Al- 
though President J. M. Boyle, of the 
Danville association, expressed' his belief 
durln* the recent meeting of tfie league 
In Chicago, that Danville patrons would 
not support the new salary limit, yet the 
contrary Is true and assurance Is being 
given to the management that the exist- 
ing deficit will be made up. The Central 
league annual meeting is scheduled for 
Oct. 31, and at that time Terre Haute Is 
to be dropped, according to announcement . 
by the magnate*. When the Terre H*ute 
promoters are advised that the chances 
of securing a' berth In the Three-I for 
next season are 
exceedingly 
doubtful, 
they may oppose the ousting proceedings 
planned In the Central league. 


The Three-I directors are anxious to 
secure Terre Haute and will recognize 
the fact that the Indiana city Is a first- 
class baseball center. Terre Haute was 
a charter member of the Three-I league, 
being awarded a franchise when 
the 
league was organized in 1901. Terre 
Haute won the pennant that year and 
finished second place In 1902. In the fall 
of the latter year Terre Haute and Evans- 
vllle withdrew at their own request and 
entered the Central league, Dubuque and 
Springfield succeeding them. 


The Three-I. with Its more compact cir- 
cuit and lesser transportation 
expense, 
has always retained an advantage over 
the Central league. While, the total popu- 
lation of the Central league cities has 
always exceeded that of the 
Three-I 
members, yet the attendance has not been 
much greater, nor the grade of baseball 
any higher. Saving in traveling expenses, 
the Three-I magnates have been able to 


I pay good sized salaries and thug secure a 
high grade of talent. 
Terre Haute is but a short Jump from 
Danville, Decatur and Springfield and the 
city is Ideally situated from a circuit 
standpoint. 
Evansvllle. which Is also a. 
candidate for a Three-I berth, is so far to 
the south of Terre Haute that It probably 
never will be considered until a possible 
reorganization of the league takes place, 
and all of the western and northern cities 


land Dubuque, now Three-I members, be 
permitted to enter, the remaining cities 
of the Three-I—Bloomlngton. Peorla. De- 
catur, Springfield and Danville—could or- 
ganize a compact and profitable league 
by adding Terre Haute, Evansvllle and 
East St. Louis, giving the maximum of

"Approximately," asserts Frank Haigh 


Dixon, chief statistician of the bureau, 
"the percentage of net return on the 
capital value of manufactures in 1900 
was 17.119 per cent, and that on the 
cost of road and equipment of the rail- 
ways 4.650 per cent. In 1910, when the 
capital value of manufactures had in- 
creased 105.3 per cent, the percentage 
of net return was 12.041 per cent, while 
on the-cost of. road and equipment of 
the railways, which had increased 40.2

husband she hangs a doll in her win- 
dow. 
The doll gives fair warning to 


any bachelor who may chance to pass 
by. 


If a widower or a maiden is very 


anxious to marry, she also hangs a 
wreath of corn up on -the outside of 
the house. If the wreath is stolen »h« 
will be nurried toon. 


If she is very, very anxious to wed 


she hangs the wreath down quite low 
so it can be more easily retched. 


Servia is the only country where 


parents are not anxious to marry off 
their daughters, and want thtlr .sons 
to mat* early. The reason is, all the 
women work In the fields along with 
the men. When a son marries he brings 
another helper home; if the daughter 
marries she goes to her father-in-law's 
fields to work. 


The women in Servia work long and 


hard. 
The men regard them M in- 


ferior beings and trtat them so. At 
the table the women are served last, 
after the men have all the food they 
wish. 


Thre are no rich folks in Servia, and 


outside the king's family, no titles. Do- 
mestic servants are 
unknown, except 


in hotels, where Germans are employed, 
for the Serb regards it beneath him or 
her to be an "employe." 


That'* why most of them farm, or 


raise pigs, which if the chief source of 
the small fortunes some of them have. 


The Serb, is not very religious, and 


many go to church only when a picnic 
is held. 


Every grown man has the use of five 


acres of land, which cannot be taken 
from him. He may buy other land, but 
those five acres are 'loaned" to him 
by the government for life, and the 
products of those acres can't be taken 
for debt. 


Belgrade, the capital, is the only city; 


and it is becoming western in style, 
while • the citizens are slowly moving 
toward European customs.

New York, Oct. 30.—Samuel Both of 


New York, a former seaman in the 
United States navy, has invented' a de 
vice which he hopes will enable the 
crew of a submarine boat which has 
gone down and refuses to rise again, to 
escape from her hull and reach the sur- 
face of the water in safety. 
The in 


ventor served for over a year in the 
navy, but being rendered totally dea' 
after an attack of spinal meningitis he 
was compelled to quit the service. Even 
before entering the navy, however, he 
says he had been interested in the prob- 
lem of securing the safety of subma- 
rine crews, and on leaving the service 
he took up the question in earnest and 
the result of his study is the Roth ap- 
paratus, which he has patented in the 
United States and intends to patent 
alao in Europe, 


The apparatus consists of a heavy 


steel or metal case to be erected on the 
upper deck of the submarine, with trap 
doors connecting with the interior of 
the boat and also with the outside air 
—or water—and a set of rubber diving 
and swimming suits to be worn by the 
men escaping from the boat to enable 
them to reach 
the 
surface 
of the 


water. 


As the 


crew put on their diving suits. 
The 


irst man climbs up into the interior of 
:he caisson, closing the trap door under 
lizn. He then opens the overhead trap 
ind floats to the surface. 
The upper 


;rap closes behind him and the water is 
expelled from the caisson' by a pump. 
The way is thus clear for the next man 
to follow suit, and so on until the last 
man has escaped. 


The great advantage of this appar- 


atus, according to the inventor, is the 
fact that it enables the' last man to 
escape aa easily as the first. Hereto- 
fore a)l devices of the kind, says Mr. 
Soth, hare had the fatal defect that 
they were required to be operated from 
within the 
submarine, 
which meant 


that one man must remain behind and 
sacrifice himself to his comrades.
